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TRINITY'S JUBILEE 
A JOYOUS AFFAIR. 


IT CROWNS HALF A CENTURY 
OF GOOD 
WORK. 


Bishop and Twenty Clergymen Pres­ 
ent at the Blessing of the New Rec- 
tory—History of 
the Venerable 
Janesville Church Reviewed by the 
Rev. W . H. Wotton. 
Back through fifty years runs the 
history of Trinity church. 
Many 
good works have been wrought in that 
tim e, but never have her people shown 
.more ardor than in celebrating her 
semi-centennial today. 
They have 
many things to cheer them—an elo­ 
quent pastor, a growing congregation 
and substantial evidences of increased 
zeal. 
All these 
were brought to 
mind by 
the jubilee Bervie s this 
morning. Twenty clergymen in stoles 
of white joined in the services, and 
the church was filled with worshippers 
The lesson of the day was read by 
Rev. Fayette Durlin, of Madison, and 
the history of Trinity church was 
graphically reviewed by Rev. W. H. 
Wotton. 
Mr. Wotton said: 
How Trinity Cnttrch Grew. 
* 'The organization of Trinity parish 
was effected on the 18 th day of Sep­ 
tember, 1844. Previous to this, occa­ 
sional church services had been held 
in the town by the Rev. 
Richard C. 
Allen, then stationed at Green Bay. 
The Rev, T. J. Ruger, a missionary of 
the domestic board, and the first rec­ 
tor of the parish, presided at the 
meeting for organization. I. 
Woodle 
was secretary. 
The first officers of 
the parish were, Messrs W. Lupton, 
Jr., and J. B. Doe, junior wardens, 
and General Wm. 
B. Sheldon, 
A. 
H yatt Smith, Jno. 
J. 
R. 
Pease, 
Guy. Stoughton, Joseph Croft, A. S. 
Wood, A. C. Bailey and Isaac Woodle 
The first treasurer of the parish was 
A. H yatt Smith. 
In the following 
year J. B, Doe became senior warden 
and held the office with unfailing loy 
ally, until, his death. 
The first 
services in the parish were held in 
■mall brick house, between rf hat is 
now the Park hotel and Milwaukee 
street, but from 1848 the parish made 
use of the academy, 
a stone build 
ing 
on 
the 
site 
of 
the 
present Central school. 
The question 
of building a church waB agitated for 
several years before any decisive ac­ 
tion was taken. 
General W. B. Shel­ 
don and A. H yatt Smith both offered 
lots for the purpose. Mr. Smith’s offer 
was accepted, but the lots were finally 
lost through failure of the parish to 
build according to agreement. 
The 
first really practical step towards the 
erection of a new church building 
was taken at a meeting held at the 
bouse of John Kimball. 
At 
this 
m eeting were present Messrs. Andrew 
Palmer, J. B. Doe, Hyatt Smith and 
Br. John Mitchell. 
The actual neces­ 
sity of a church building was urged; 
and to make the m atter binding, a 
subscription amounting to $600 was 
then and there made. 
Hyatt Smith 
gave the lot upon which the church 
now stands; 
and in July, 1847, the 
building was consecrated. 
In June of 


the walls were of plain white. 
The 
windows were painted as now but the 
glass was uncolored. There were two 
side aisles, and the seats were high, 
with straight backs. 
The pews, hav­ 
ing rows extended along both east 
and west sides of the chancel, which 
then was not recessed. 
The aisles 
only were carpeted. 
The chancel had 
a single desk standing far back in the 
center and serving both as a lecturn 
and pulpit. 
Behind this a curtain 
was hung which concealed the rector 
when he was robing. It was intended 
to have a stairway behind this cur­ 
tain leading to a vestry room in the 
basement. 
Before this desk the altars 
was placed, and in front of it was a 
very 
high 
railing. 
The 
church 
was lighted with gas, the standards 
rising from the pews along the sides. 
The organ was in a recess in the 
tower, elevated some eight feet above 
the floor, and the choir was modestly 
protected by a curtain drawn in front 
of them; the building was heated by 
stoves. 
Fews Sold Outright. 


“ The question of finance was met in 
Bomewat peculiar manner. 
The 
pews were originally sold, deeded to 
occupants, and then assessed to cer­ 
tain per centage on the valuation to 
pay the expenses of the parish.

ish. 
Old Rectory a Source of Strength. 
“ It strengthened the parish, and 
the debt was more easily paid after 
the rectory was built. The deduction 
as to the wisdom of the parish to-day 
in completing our handsome new rec­ 
tory as a memorial of our jubilee year, 
is apparent. 
In 1864 the Rev. Mr. 
Beers obtained leave of absence for 
six months, and went to the war as 
chaplain of what was known as the 
Barstow regiment. 
He resigned h is1 
rectorship on February 13, 1865. 
He 
was succeeded by the Rev. Fayette 
Durlin. Before accepting, June, 1865, 
Mr. Durlin had been once called to the 
parish, and declined. His rectorship 
was not only marked in the history of 
the parish, but in the history of the 
church iu the northwest. 
Mr. Durlin 
was strongly impressed with the duty 
of the church to educate her own chil­ 
dren, and thoroughly found them in 
her faith and doctrine as “ once for all 
given to the church.” Accordingly, at 
an early period be established a suc­ 
cessful night school in a building on 
Wall street, and out of this grew a 
well equipped parish school. Two lots 
were purchased on Jackson street, just 
opposite the church, and a two-story 
frame building erected in May, 1866. 
The boys occupied the lower and the 
girls the upper story of the building, 
and in its prosperous days the school 
numbered about sixty pupils. The ex­ 
istence of the school gave Mr. Durlin 
a solid foundation for the daily service 
which he instituted speedily.

“ The sale of the pews, was unfort­ 
unate for the parish, assessments were 
not paid, and when the pews were 
forfeited for non payment, it was a 
cause of offense. 
In course of time, 
however, the greater part of the pews 
were forfeited, and the few remaining

“ The Rev. George Wallace became 
rectox in lune, 1871. He had in every 
way a successful rectorship aud many 
now look back with great pleasure to 
his incumbency. 
The parish achoo 
was sustained for two years longer 
when the burden of it bearing too 
heavily on the parish,the building and 
lots were sold in February, 1874, to 
E. J . Fifield for $1,500, 
Eventually 
the building was moved and now 
forms part of the Northwestern hotel 
southeast corner of Academy street 
and the railway depot square. During 
Mr. Wallace’s rectorship the middle 
aisle was opened, new pews put in 
and the church carpeted throughout. 
When the parish school was discon 
tinned Mr. Wallace revived the Sun 
day school. 
He resigned his rector 
ship May I, 1878. 
“ The Rev. Mr. Mac Lean succeeded 
Mr. Wallace on the third Sunday in 
July, 1878. 
The most marked event 
in the way of property improvement 
during his incumbency was the build 
ing of the chapel, which has con­ 
stantly proved its value as one of the 
most useful possessions of the parish. 
It was built in the fall of 1878 at a 
cost of about $600. 
The parish is 
greatly indebted to Hiram Bump for 
his special interest in this improve­ 
ment.

man who does this well, can do little 
more. 
He had charge of the parish 
from 1844 to 1855, the longest rector­ 
ship in its history. 
Father Ruger was succeeded by the 
Rev. J. W. Coe, who was rector of the 
parish from September 1855 to June 
1859. His baptisms reached the large 
number of 174 and the confirma­ 
tions 52. 
He was followed by the 
Rev. L. L. Eldredge, who came to the 
parish from Nashotah, March I, I860, 
and owing to ill health remained only 
six months, removing to California 
where he died two years later. 
“ The Rev.H.M. Beers was the next 
rector. 
He accepted on the ,28th of 
March, 1S60, 
and remained rector 
until February 13, 1865, 
He made a 
deep impression on the parish. He! 
was a man of experience, affable in 
manner, with 
an almost magnetic 
personal influence, and an admirable 
preacher. 
The ear vices were more 
numerously attended and the income 
larger under his ministration than 
ever before. 
The church was greatly 
improved under bis rectorship. 
The 
vestibule was added and the choir re­ 
moved to its proper place in the chan­ 
cel. 
The vestry room was built and 
the chancel arrangements, including 
the solid oaken furniture, and marble 
altar were added. 
The interior of 
the church was largely remodeled. 
The ceiling was raised and the mould­ 
ing put in the walls were tinted, 
s'ainep glass was put in the windows, 
and 
the 
font 
procured. 
These 
improvements, however, left the par 
ish with a debt of $700, but in spite of 
this, and following the sagacious conn 
sel of the rector, the courage of the 
vestry was equal to the building of 
what is now the old rectory, at a cost 
of $1,600, .which was paid for when 
completed.

In the parish records there is a copy 
of a memorial presented to him by 
the vestry, which forcibly set forth 
the sincere regrets occasioned by his 
resignation in December 1891.

The Conversion of Zaccheus and Its Re­ 
lation to the History That Is Now Be­ 
ing Made in This Country—The Weak 
Are of Clod. 
B r o o k l y n , S ep t 23, 1694.— Rev. Dr. 
Talmage, who is now preparing to 
leave A ustralia for India, on his round- 
the-w orld tour, has selected as the 
subject for to-day’s serm on through 
the press: 
“The T ax Collector’s Con­ 
v e rs io n ,” the te x t being taken from 
Luke xix : 9, “This day is salvation 
come to this house.’ 
Zaccheus was a politician and a tax- 
gatherer. 
He had an honest calling, 
b u t the opportunity for 
“stealings” 
was so large, the tem ptation was too 
m uch for him. 
The Bible says he 
•‘was a sinner’’—th a t is, in the public 
sense. 
How many fine men have been 
ruined by official position! 
It is an 
awful thing for any m an to seek office 
under governm ent unless his princi­ 
ples of integrity are deeply fixed. 
Many a man, u p rig h t in an insignifi­ 
cant position, has m ade shipw reck in 
a great one. 
As far as I can tell, in 
the city of Jerico this Zaccheus be­ 
longed to w hat m ight be called the 
“Ring.” 
They 
had 
things 
their 
erin 
way, 
successfully 
avoiding 
expo-ere—If 
by 
no 
other 
way, 
per.' : r.s 
by 
hiring 
somebody 
to 
breu ic in and steal the vouchers. N ot­ 
w ithstanding his bad reputation, there 
were streaks of good about him, as 
there is about alm ost every man. 
Gold is found in quartz, and some­ 
tim es in a very sm all percentage. 
Jesus was coming to town. 
The 
people turned out en masse to see him. j 
Here he comes—the Lord of Glory— J 
on foot, dust-covered and road-weary, J 
lim ping along the way, carrying the 
griefs and woes of th e world. 
He 
looks to be sixty years of age w hen he , 
is only about thirty. 
Zaccheus was a 
short man, and could not see over the 
people’s heads w hile standing on the 
ground; so he got up into a sycam ore 
tree th a t sw ung its arm clear over the 
road. 
Jesus advanced am id the wild 
excitem ent of the surging crowd. The 
m ost honorable and popular men of 
the city are looking on, and trying to 
gain his attention. 
Jesus, instead of 
regarding them, looks up a t the little 
m an in the tree, and says, “Zaccheus, 
come down. 
I am going home w ith 
you.” 
Everybody was disgusted to 
th in k th a t Christ w ould go home w ith 
so dishonorable a man. 
I see Christ en terin g the fro n t door 
of the house of Zaccheus. 
The king 
of heaven and earth sits down; and 
as he looks around on the place and 
the family, he pronounces the bene­ 
diction of the text: 
‘ This day is sa l­ 
vation come to this house.” 
Zaccheus had m ounted the syca­ 
more tree o u t of mere inquisitiveness. 
He w anted to see how this stranger 
looked—the color of his eyes, the 
length of his hair, the contour of his 
features, the height of his stature. 
“Come dow n,” said C hrist 
And so, m any people, in this day, 
get up into the tree of curiosity or 
•peculation to see C hrist 
They ask a 
thousand queer questions about his 
divinity, about God’s sovereignty, and 
the eternal 
decrees. 
They specu­ 
late, and criticize, and hang on to the 
outside lim b of a g reat sycamore. B ut 
they m ust come dow n from th a t if 
they w ant to be saved. 
We can not 
be saved as philosophers, b u t as little 
children. 
You can n o t go to heaven 
by way of Athens, 
b u t by way of 
Bethlehem . 
Why 
be 
perplexed 
about 
the 
way □ sin 
came 
into 
the world, 
w hen 
the 
great ques­ 
tion is how we shall g et sin driven 
out of our hearts? 
How m any spend 
their tim e in criticism and religious ' 
speculation! 
They take the Rose of 
Sharon, or the lily of the valley, pull 
out the anther, scatter the corolla, 1 
and say, “Is th a t the beautiful flower 
of religion th a t you 
are 
talking ' 
about?” 
No flower is beautiful after 
you have torn it all to pieces. 
The 
path to heaven is so plain th a t a fool 
need not make a m istake about it, 
and yet men stop and caviL 
Sup­ 
pose that, going tow ard the Pacific 
slope, I had resolved th a t I would 
stop u n til I could kill all the grizzly 
bears and the panthers on either side 
of the way. 
I would never have got 
to the Pacific coast 
W hen I w ent 
out to h u n t the grizzly bear, the griz­ 
zly bear would have come out to h u n t 
me. 
Here is a plain road to heaven. 
Men say they w ill not take a step on 
until they can m ake gam e of all the 
theories 
th a t 
bark 
and 
grow l 
a t them from the thickets, 
^hey 
forget the 
fact th a t as they 
go 
out to h u n t the theory, the theory 
comes out to h u n t them , and so they 
perish. 
We m ust receive the kingdom 
of heaven in 
sim plicity. 
W illiam 
Pennington was one of the wisest men 
of this country—a governor of his own 
slate, and afterw ard speaker of the 
house of representatives. 
Yet, when 
God called him to be a Christian, he 
w ent in, and sat dow n am ong some 
children who were applying for church 
m em bership, and he said to his pas­ 
tor, “ talk to me as you do to these 
children, for I know nothing about 
i t ” 
There is no need of bothering 
ourselves about m ysteries w hen there 
are so many things th a t are plain. 
Dr. Ludlow, my professor in the theo­ 
logical sem inary, ta u g h t me a lesson 
I 
have 
never 
forgotten. 
W hile 
p u ttin g 
a 
variety 
of 
questions 
to him 
th a t w ere 
perplexing 
he 
turned unon me som ew hat in stern­ 
ness, 
b u t more in 
love, and sa d, 
“Mr. Talm age, you will have to le t 
God know some things 
th a t 
you 
don’t.” 
We tear our hands on the 
spines of the cactus instead of feast­ 
ing our eye on its tropical bloom. 
A 
g reat com pany of 
people now sit 
sw inging them selves on the sycam ore 
tree of their pride, and I cry to you, 
“Zaccheus, come down!” 
Come down 
out of your pride, but of your inquisi­ 
tiveness, out of your speculation. You 


can not ride into the gate of heaven 
w ith coach and four, postilion ahead 
and lackey behind. 
‘E xcept ye be­ 
come as little children ye can not 
en ter the kingdom of God.* 
God has 
chosen the w eak things of the w orld 
to confound the m ighty. 
Zaccheus, 
come down! come down!” 
I notice th a t this tax-gatherer ac­ 
com panied his surrender to Christ 
w ith the restoration of property th a t 
did not belong to him. 
He says: 
“If 
I have taken anything by false accu­ 
sation, I restore four-fold. ” 
T h a t is, 
if I have taxed any m an for $10,000 
w hen he had only five thousand dol­ 
lar’s w orth of property, and p u t in 
my own pocket the tax for the la st 
five thousand, I w ill restore to him 
four-fold. 
If I took from him $10 I 
will give him $40. 
If I took from him 
$40 I w ill give him SICO. 
H undreds of thousands of dollars 
have been sen t to W ashington during 
the past few years as “conscience 
m oney.” 
I suppose th a t money was 
sent by men who w anted to be Chris­ 
tians, b u t found they could not until 
they made restitu tio n . 
T here is no 
need of our try in g to come to Christ 
as long as we keep fraudulently a 
dollar or a fa rth in g in our possession 
th a t belongs to another. 
Suppose 
you have not money qpough to pay 
your debts, and for the sake of de­ 
frauding your creditors you p u t your 
property in your w ife’s name. 
You 
m ight cry u n til the day of judgm ent 
for pardon, b u t you would n o t g et it 
w ithout first m aking restitution. 
In 
tim es of prosperity it is right, ag ain st 
a rainy day, to assign property to your 
wife; b ut if, in tim e of perplexity and 
for the sake of defrauding your credi­ 
to r you m ake such assignm ent, you 
become 
a 
culpirt 
before 
God, 
and you fmay as well stop praying 
u n til you have made restitution. 
Or 
suppose one m an loans another money 
on bond or m ortgage, w ith the under­ 
standing th a t the m ortgage can lie 
quiet for several years, b u t as soon as 
the m ortgage is given, commences 
forclosnre—the sheriff m ounts 
the 
auction-block, 
and the property is 
struck dow n to a t half price, and th e 
m ortgagee buys it in. The m ortgagee 
started to g et the property a t half 
price, and is a thief and a robber. 
U ntil he m akes restitution, there is no 
mercy for him. 
Suppose you sell 
goods by a sample, and then afterw ard 
send to your custom er an inferior 
quality of goods. You have com m itted 
a fraud and there is no mercy for you 
u n til you have made restitution. Sup­ 
pose you sell a m an a handkerchief 
for silk, telling him it is all silk and 
it is p a rt cotton. 
No mercy for you 
until you have m ade restitution. Sup­ 
pose you sell a m an a horse, saying 
he is sound, and he afterw ard turns 
o ut to 
be 
spavined 
and 
balky. 
No mercy for you u n til you have m ade 
restitution. 
The way being clear, Christ w alked 
into the house of Zaccheus. 
He be­ 
comes a different man: his wife a d if­ 
feren t woman; the children are dif­ 
fe re n t 
Oh! it m akes a g reat change 
in any house when Christ comes into 
i t 
How many beautiful homes are 
represented am ong you! 
T here are 
pictures on th e wall, there is music 
| in the draw ing room; and luxuries in 
the w ardrobe; and a full supply in 
the pantry. 
Even if you were half 
asleep, there is one word w ith which 
I could w ake you, 
and th rill you 
through and through, and th a t word 
is “home!” 
T here are also houses of 
suffering represented, in w hich there 
are 
neither 
pictures 
nor 
w ard­ 
robe, nor adornm ent—only one room, 
and a plain cot or a bunk in a 
corner; y et it is the place where your 
loved ones dwell, and your whole 
nature tingles w ith satisfaction when 
you think of it and call it home. 
T hough the world may scoff a t us, and 
pursue us, and all tile day we be tossed 
about, a t eventide we sail into the 
harbor at home. 
Though there be no 
rest for us in the busy world, and we 
go trudging about, bearing burdens 
th a t w ell-n ig h t crush us, there is a 
refuge, and it h ath an easy chair in 
w hich we may sit, and a lounge w here 
we may lie, and a serenity of peace in 
w hich we may repose, and th a t re­ 
fuge is home.
